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But I can sympathize with Mr. Stratton. 
How much easier it would be for printers 
and publishers if there were no authors! It 
the compositors and scanners can now set 
type, surely the day is not far off when they 
can also write the books, and Mr. Stratton s 
troubles will be over. That day will pre- 
sumably also take care of copy editors who 
change copy without the author’s consent 
(thereby sometimes quite changing his 
meaning) and typesetters who, in correcting 
galleys, three times out of ten introduce new 
errors in page proof in the lines preceding 
and following. 

Why should an author care? He got his 
advance, didn’t he?
